St. Louis, Mo., July 31.—A viation’s 
new est heroes — two grinning young 
men who “look ju st as if they were 
going to a p arty ’’—received the plau­ 
dits of the world today, having m ade 
the longest airplane flight since m an­ 
kind learned to fly. 
O ut in a h an g ar at Lam bert-St. Louis 
airp o rt stands a slim orange 
m ono­ 
plane, its m otor silent and its wheels 
on the ea rth for the first tim e in eigh 
teen days. 
The boys are Dale “R ed” Jackson 
and F o rrest “Obie” O’Brine. 
And the 
m onoplane 
is 
the 
St. 
Louis-Robin 
Those three nam es today w ere am ong 
the m ost fam ous in A m erica. 
The Robin landed a t L am bert field 
last night at 7:49 P. M., having re 
m ained in continuous flight 
for 
420 
hours, 21% m inutes—or 173 hours and 
37 m inutes longer 
th a n 
any 
other 
plane th a t ever flew. 
Jackson and O’B rine 
brought 
the 
plane to a perfect landing with ■ the 
pow er on, unconquered and unwilling, 
still believing “we could take the same 
ship and break the record 
we 
have 
Just set.” 
They 
landed 
under 
orders 
from 
M ajor W illiam B. 
R obertson, 
chief 
sponsor of the flight, a fte r it had been 
decided th a t all objects of th e flight 
had been accom plished.

“We will land

Im m ediately crow ds began to g ather 
at L am bert field, and by seven o’clock 
a m ass of 25,000 people w ere jam m ed 
along the yunway. 
Finally bt about 7:35 the high-flying 
plane dived, circled close to the field 
and then landed. 
The crowd plunged 
through police lines and stream ed out 
onto the runw ays, cheering and w av­ 
ing. 
The glass door of the Robin opened 
and out stepped 
two 
neat, 
freshly- 
shaven young men, dressed in dark 
trousers and clean w hite shirts. T heir 
straw hats w ere in th eir hands, and 
th eir faces bore wide and 
heartfelt 
grins. 
Several

hurt, none 
seriously, as the g rea t crow d closed in 
behind the police guard and flung it­ 
self cheering and scream ing 
around 
the pair. 
A flurry shook the police lines and 
th ere appeared two young women — 
trem endously excited. They w ere Mrs. 
Pally Jackson, wife of “Red," and Mrs. 
Elsie O’Brine, 
“Obie’s

Much hugging and kissing ensued. 
B oth flyers apparently could 
hear

George Lea L am bert, close friend of 
the flyers and vice-president of Von 
H offm an A viation Com pany, w as kill­ 
ed w hen he and a student pilot crash ­ 
ed seven miles fro rn L am bert Field on 
M onday. 
It was the second tragedy to shadow 
the flight. 
The R obin’s only com peti­ 
tor, the M inneapolis plane, M innesota, 
crashed early M onday and killed its 
pilots. Capt. P. L. C richton and Owen 
H aughland.

“ I was finally landed on a hill in 
an overgrown orchard near Louisiana 
at about 4 o’clock this 
morning.
